The report, the FBI’s Un ­ 
iform Crime Report, kaid 
seriou s crime in the cou n try 
was u p 1 per cen t for the first 
six mon ths of this y ear com­ 
pared to the same period in 
1971. 
Bu t McGov ern said: “This 
does n ot come clo^e to tellin g 
the whole story . For ev ery 
crime that is reported, there 
are two that are n ot reported, 
accordin g to Presiden t John ­ 
son ’s Crime Commission .” 
The Sou th Dakota sen ator, 
who cu t short his campaign 
plan s to relax today at his 
farmhou se at St. Michaels, 
Md., said crime has in ­ 
creased 33 per cen t an d dru g 
addiction has dou bled in the 
last three y ears. 
Atty . Gen . Richard G.

Adventures In Sewing 
Children Come In 
Different Sizes 


By Mabel S. Obcnchain 


Sewing for your children or 
grandchildren can be most 
rewarding both 
in 
money 
saved and pleasure in the 
finished project. Fashion is 
for children as well as grown­ 
ups and good fit is part of 
fashion. Don’t make clothes 
for children to grow into. 
Don’t buy patterns according 
to age. Children the same age 
differ in height, weight and 
build. Do take measurements 
as you would your own. Tots 
have tummies and 
some­ 
times it is difficult to find 
their natural waistline. Tie a 
string rather snugly around 
the waist—it will make the 
waistline. Do have the show­ 
ier seams at the shoulder line 
not drooping over the shoul­ 
der. As with adults, the chest 
measure is the best guideline 
or determining the correct 
size. 
To insure the dress lasting 
more than one season, add 
several inches to the skirt 
length when cutting it out. 
Take a deep tuck on the under 
side and stitch with a long

stitch 
on 
your 
sewing 
machine. 
When the extra 
length is needed, the stitching 
can be ripped out easily. If 
the crease of the original hem 
is faded you can often cover 
this with a rick rack braid or 
a trimming band. 
Children known as “ chub- 
bies” require special con­ 
siderations in the selection 
and fit of a pattern. A "chub­ 
by” child has a thicker body, 
often has larger shoulders 
and a larger tummy. Again— 
determine size 
by 
breast 
measure—not age, holding 
the tape easily. If the meas­ 
urement comes between two 
sizes, select the larger. Quite 
often choosing a style with 
fullness in the right places 
may take care of the adjust­ 
ments. All children's patterns 
are designed with allowance 
for a certain amount of ease 
for body action. However, 
regular size patterns may be 
too small for the chubby in 
the waist, at the armhole, 
sleeve and sometimes the 
neck. 
The easiest and best way to 
alter a regular pattern to fit a 
chubby Is at the side seams. 
Adding 
12 inch at* the side 
seams gives 2 inches more 
through the body and en­ 
larges 
each 
armhole 
one 
inch. In order for the sleeve to 
fit properly 'a inch should be 
added on the sleeve seams. 
Cuffs should be enlarged the 
same way. If the garment is 
sleeveless, then the facing 
piece should be adjusted to 
fit.

N EW YO RK (A P) - Most 
people would think Sausalito, 
Calif., would be a perfect 
place for a boy to grow up. 
North of San Francisco, it’s in 
Marin County — one of the 
wealthiest counties in the 
United States. 
But Sausalito didn’t turn 
out to be such a good place for 
Mark Chapin. 
He started 
smoking marijuana when he 
was 14, soon went on to ex­ 
periment with large doses of 
LSD and amphetamines, 
commonly 
known 
as 
“ speed.” 
Now Mark is 21 years old 
and is in a private mental 
hospital with a schizophrenic 
psychosis, 
and 
W illiam 
Chapin, a journalism teacher 
and 
M ark’s 
father, 
has 
written a book, "Wasted, The 
Story 
of My Son’s 
Drug 
Addiction.” 
It is a brutally frank ac­ 
count which he says he hopes 
will make other parents with 
the same problem realize 
they’re not alone. Chapin also 
says he wanted to document 
some of the mistakes he and 
his wife made. 


" I 
F IR S T 
thought 
the 
story’s not that different — 
why write about it,” Chapin 
recalls. "And I thought it 
would be an invasion of my 
privacy. But just thinking 
was difficult, and I decided 
not to hold back. Basically 
Mark has done nothing to be 
ashamed of and, aside from 
making mistakes. I ’ve done 
nothing to be ashamed of.” 
Mark’s parents have asked 
themselves over and over 
what went wrong with their 
son. They have some answers 
and theories, say they un­ 
derstand that they should 
have been rpore consistent 
and more openly affectionate 
with their children, but that 
they will never know why 
Mark "went under” and his 
sister Pennell (who also 
experimented with drugs but 
never got heavily involved) 
did not. 


Chapin says when he and 
his wife first realized Mark 
was smoking marijuana, they 
went the medical route. But 
drug use was a relatively new 
problem seven years ago and 


(he many doctors they saw 
had few answers. As Mark 
began using LSD and speed, 
he 
began 
to 
sell 
his 
belongings to pay for drugs 
and to stay away from home 
for varying lengths of time. 
"W e’d simply not know 
when the phone was going to 
ring — if he’d be dead, if he’d 
be in 
jail. Then the not 
knowing where to turn was 
pretty bad,” Chapin says. 


AT ONE 
point, on the 
advice of Mark’s peers, the 
Chapins threw Mark out of 
his home—hoping to frighten 
him into changing. But Mark 
came back—and. Chapin 
says, "When your son comes 
home, covered with dirt and 
stands in your doorway, you 
don’t turn him away.” 
The Chapins tried putting 
Mark in a private school, but 
he only sank deeper into drug 
use, and during his senior 
year he was suspended from 
school 
indefinitely. 
Mark’s 
psychiatrist advised putting 
him in a hospital, but at 
several private ones the 
medical directors refused to 
admit him — saying treat­ 
ment was voluntary and it 
was doubtful 
Mark would 
stay. He was admitted to 
Synanon, 
a 
drug 
rehabilitation 
community, 
but returned home after only 
a few days. 


F IN A L LY THE 
Chapins 
had their son committed to 
Napa State Hospital. After 
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escaping from there, he was 
admitted to Mendocino State 
Hospital. 
At 
this 
point, 
Chapin 
says, 
Mark 
was 
having hallucinations that he 
was either Mick Jagger of the 
Rolling Stones or singer Bob 
Dylan. Finally Mark 
was 
admitted 
to 
a 
private 
hospital, where he is today. 


"He was 
tormented 
by 
being half in and half out of 
reality,” Chapin says. “ But 
the last hospital reports have 
been 
'enormously 
en­ 
couraging. 
I 
have 
strong 
hopes he will make it.” 


Chapin says he asked — 
and 
received — 
M ark ’s 
permission to publish 
the 
book using real names, and 
even now, despite all the 
pain, he says, "Maybe Mark 
was a kind of a gift. People 
change — even me at age 53.1 
think I am more open now. 
I ’m getting better.”

Offshore 
Blockade 
threatens 
the Economy 
and 
Environment 


The Gulf of Mexico covers over 
372 million acres. There s great 
fishing in its waters. Theres also 
a lot of natural gas and oil locked 
in the earth at its bottom. 


Unfortunately, unusual concern 
about the effect of offshore drill­ 
ing on the environment is block­ 
ing further development of the 
Gulf as a valuable source of 
energy. And the blockade is form­ 
ing at a time when America must 
have adequate supplies of energy 
to protect both its environment 
and its economy. 


The federal government has leased 
some of this offshore land. Im­ 
portant quantities of natural gas 
and oil are being supplied from 
wells drilled in the Gulf. However, 
as production in these fields de­ 
clines, new, areas must be de­ 
veloped to replace the old ones. 


But what's happening? The De­ 
partment of the Interior's most 
recent lease sale, involving the 
Gulf of Mexico, was blocked in 


court by environmental groups 
concerned with the possibility of 
oil spills. We share this concern 
for the environment. The reality 
must be faced that producing pe­ 
troleum in ocean waters poses po­ 
tential problems. However, the 
record shows that over the years, 
the industry has developed its 
ability to drill for and produce this 
much needed fuel without perma­ 
nent environmental damage. 


Since 1947, over 14,000 wells 
have been drilled in federal and 
state waters. In these 25 years, 
only three oil spills have been large 
enough to attract widespread at­ 
tention. Evidence to date indicates 
that even these three accidents 
resulted in no lasting harm to the 
environment. 


Its time to balance our nation's 
urgent need for energy with the 
need for a clean environment. The 
growing energy crisis is the most 
serious problem confronting 
America today. Our nation must 
have adequate supplies of clean 


energy to solve all of its other 
major problems. Unless we act 
quickly to correct the situation, it 
could have a devastating effect on 
our economy: create widespread 
unemployment, a lower standard 
of living and a higher cost of living. 


It is urgent that the government 
lease more offshore acreage for 
oil and gas exploration. Lease 
sales must be held more frequently 
with greater areas of land involved. 
Leases in the Gulf of Mexico must 
be granted on a minimum of 450,- 
000 acres annually through the 
balance of this decade, if there is 
to be any hope of holding produc­ 
tion of natural gas from that area 
at its present level. 


You owe it to yourself, your family 
and your community to voice your 
concern about the problem. Write 
to your Senators and Representa­ 
tive. Tell them to act now to 
prevent the energy crisis from be­ 
coming a national disaster. They're 
responsive to your wishes when 
you make them known.
